CHURCHILL'S TALK WAS MOST 
OPTIMISTIC OF HIS ADDRESSES; 
ISSUES WARNING ON POISON GAS

British 
Premier 
Churchill's 


broadcast last night strikes me as 
containing more really sun lit op- 
timism—"A 
message 
of 
good 


cheer," as he called it—than any 
of his 
previous pronouncements, 


which have borne heavily on tho 
subject of sweat, blood and tears. 


In his summary of the military 


position the Premier really, stepped 
rather heavily on the pedal and let 
the organ peal out a note of tri- 
umphant certainty that tho allied 
are marching to victory. Because 
Mr, Churchill is conservative, stu- 
diously avoiding exaggeration—and 
exaggeration probably is one of 
the few things 
this 
pugnacious 


statesman Is afraid of—it Is good 
to hear him declare that "we arc 
moving through many reverses and 
defeats to complete and final vic- 
tory," and then proseed to prove 
it. 


But Churchll's talk wasn't all 


pleasant, for he Injected a horror 
into It by announcing that the 
Russians believe "the Germans In 
the desperation of their 
assault 


may make use 
of 
poison 
gaa 


against the armies and people of 
Russia." 
With that the premier 


grimly warned Hitler that If thn 
latter resorts to such measures, 
tho British will use their "great 
and growing air superiority in the 
west to carry gas warfare on the 
largest possible ecalo far anw wide 
against military objectives In Ger- 
many." 


The danger that tho axis powers 


would resort to tho use of poison 
gas If they became desperate has 
always been In allied minds. The 
great fear has been that they 
would start dumping It on civilians 
in great cities.
